That is what the Department of 
Agriculture says after a monu 
mental, statistics-packed study of 
American food-eating habits span 
ning a 40-year period, from 1909 to 
1948. 

Not even in the fantastic boom 
years of the 1920’s have the Ameri 
can people eaten as well as they 
have in the last several nostwar 
years, concludes the study.

The Longest 
Road in the World 


Just before the recent war I took a trip by car 
to Mexico. It was one of the most pleasant jour- 
neys I have ever made. Mexico is a wonderful 

place to visit and the drive there was so varied as to be always new 
and intriguing. I had been in before b¥ airt The road was different. 

In Mexico I developed an ambition to drive all the way down to 
the Panama Canal some day. Pan-American, or International, 
Highway was then being discussed and it has been one of my favor- 
ite subjects ever since. Now comes a book by Roger Stephens, who 
is certified by Edwin W. James, of the Inter-American Regional 
Office of the U. S. Public Roads Administration, to be the first man 
to travel over the Pan-American Highway from the United States 
to the Canal Zone. It is something different in travel books in 
that it supplies detailed information about the road and the cities, 
towns, hotels, meals and scenery one encounters on it. There are 
notes for the traveler who wishes to leave it and take the path 
called unbeaten. Mr. Stephens walked many hundred miles along 
the road, which was not all finished at the time of his journey. He 
had to hike down the valley of El General River in Costa Rica 
and over the 10,000-foot passes of the Valley of the Dead in the 
Chirigqui Plateau in Panama.

Intinction

your paper last week that the convention of Prot 
estant Episcopal Churches had made a ruling that 
the method of administering Holy Communion 
by intinction was permissible. 

I have been an Episcopalian all my life and 
am now 79 years old, and it pains me to think J 
have never had communion in two years or since 
I joined a church in Atlanta where this method 
of intinction is used, as I won’t receive it that 
way as it is not the way our Lord instituted it.
